Report of the Supt. School Committee. 


CITIZENS OF CorRNISH : 

Your school committee having attended to the duties 
assigned him by the statute, respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing report— 

There have been 28 schools the past year taught in the 
16 districts. The whole number of scholars is 301. 
Twenty-one different teachers have been employed; four 
males and seventeen females. 

Nine teachers had never taught before. 

The average amount of money expended for each 
scholar is $6,70. 

The average amount last year was $4,09. 

It will be noticed that there is quite a difference in the 
average amount per scholar—between last year and this 
year. 

We have more money than formerly, as the Legisla- 
ture of June ’70 passed an act requiring us to raise $350 
instead of $250 for every dollar of the public taxes ap- 
portioned to the town, which is $4,63. 

I desire to call attention to a few facts, which will not 
increase the taxes already burdensome enough, and 
which will cost nothing but a little time, self denial and 
determined effort, and which will, to a large degree in- 
crease the efficiency of our system of education. 
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Our schools are probably in about the same condition 
as they have been for some years past, although gome 
winter schools have come short of their iegitimate pur- 
pose, in some instances partially through a lack of judg- 
ment and activity on the part of the teacher, and in some 
almost entirely through the perversity of a few scholars 
bent on mischief and disorder. 

It is t> be hoped, now that the prudential committees 
find themselves with about 40 per cent more money at 
their disposal than formerly, that the first thing to be 
considered will be to hire BETTER teachers, and then to 
lengthen the schools. It will be for their interest, FIRST 
to secure the services of a Goon teacher, and then length- 
en the the school by having three terms instead of two, if 
possible. The number of weeks schooling should be the 
secondary consideration, asa short school taught and dis- 
ciplined in a proper manner is much better than a longer 
one of an inferior character. 2 

Select for your teacher, one who sustains a good moral 
character and one whose reputation in the district where 
he is to teach is above all reproach. Select one that has 
arrived at the years of discretion. Indulgent fathers and 
mothers often have an exalted idea of their daughter’s 
ability to govern and instruct,—and will urge their ap- 
pointment as teachers, when they themselves would not 
trust their judgment to buy the calico for a new dress.— 
Other things being equal, select teachers of experience— 
make all needful inquiries, and of those who know what 
they are talking about. A man may be a good black- 
smith or saddler, and yet be no judge or general. Soa 
man may be a good farmer, and a good neighbor, and not 
be a good judge of schools and teachers. 

Do not hire a teacher because his father goes to your 
church, belongs to your political party, or because he is a 
cousin to your wife, or a particular friend to your daugh- 
ter. We expect the teacher to govern his school at all 
hazards, and in this he should have the hearty sympathy 
and cooporation of the parents and all the law abiding 
citizens. The teacher should make good discipline his 
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first strong point. Perhaps he partially fails to come up 
to the standard of what a teacher ought to be; then use 
your best endeavors, in a kind and friendly manner to 
bring him there. 


Rather overlook, than magnify his faults. Insist upon 
it that your children shall regularly attend school Show 
the teacher that in all reasonable efforts, he has your sym- 
pathy and regard and you will generally find it impossible 
to have trouble in school, even if you do not have a first 
rate teacher. 


When you have done all this, and the teacher still re- 
mains indifferent, then ot our sympathies are with you and 
not with him. 


I think parents have it in their power to elevate and 
improve the standard of our schools. By judicious man- 
agement at their homes, by showing their children that 
their teacher has their confidence and respect, by refusing 
to listen to trivial complaints, and by encouraging and 
sustaining the committee and teacher in ail necessary rules 
and regulations, and by taking care that their children 
are constant and punctual in attendance upen school, and 

-by occasional friendly visits to the school, they may do 
much to animate and encourage the teacher, and to 
awaken a spirit of emulation and zeal among the scholars, 
and in this way contribute much to the success of the 
school. Parents should remember that our schools are 
public institutions, and when they send a child to school, 
they have no right to interfere with the teacher, or to dic- 
tate to him or the committee what book he shall read in, 
or how many lines he shall get for a lesson. 


Scholars sometimes consider themselves the best judges 
of their ability to enter a certain class, or to attend to a 
particrlar branch of study, than the teacher; and when 
they are assigned to a particular class, they regard it as 
an infringement upon their fancied rights, and the assign- 
et of far too low a grade, and positively decline to 
obey 

We will now say a few words about each district. 
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No. 1. (‘BaAttocn’s.”) Amount of School money, 
$187,02; average amount per scholar $8,50, 

The summer term was taught by Miss Christina L. 
Smith of Claremont, this being her first attempt at teach- 
ing. I thought she appeared to lack a little in energy. 
Her literary qualifications were good, and her method of 
teaching, systematic. ‘ 

The winter term was taught by Mr. Wilbur H. Pow- 
ers of Croydon, also a novice in the business of school 
teaching. I think Mr. Powers worked hard, and was 
anxious to have his school improve, but his discipline was 
defective. He needs to improve in this particular, and 
with experience to guide him in his judgment, he may 
become useful as a school teacher. 

No. 2. (‘ABOVE THE BRip@E.”) Amount of school 
money $124,27. Average amonnt per scholar $6,43. © 


The summer term was taught by Miss Frankie L. Ed- 
minster of Windsor, Vt. She has had considerable expe- 
rience, and is active and energetic in school, which ap- 
peared to have made good progress. 


Winter school commenced by lL. Sydney Crooker of 
Hartland, Vt. Mr. C’s preliminary examination was 
satisfactary in every particular, and at my first visit the 
school seemed to be making good progress. A difficulty 
arose after about seven weeks, between the teacher and 
his patrons, which culminated in the presentation of a pe- 
tition for his removal, signed by nearly all the parents — 
Believing that his dismissal would best promote the inter- 
ests of the district, the petition was granted. 


No. 3. (‘SrepHen A. TRAcy’s.”) Amount of school 
money $85,01.. Average amount per scholar $5,67. 

The summer school was under the instruction of Miss 
Frank A. Daniels of Plainfield. I was not notified of the 
close of the school in season to visit it, therefore can only 
judge of its efficiency from it appearance at the begin- 
ning and subsequent reports of those interested, both of 
which were unfavorable. 

The school in winter was taught by Miss Lucy A. 
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Kenyon, an old and experienced teacher residing in the 
district. The school appeared orderly, and I think her 
patrons were well satisfied with her school. : 

No. 4. (‘Drneureron.”) Amount of school money 
$66.81. Average amount per scholar 311,13, 

The school was taught in summer and fall by Miss 
Clara EK. Allison. At the close of both terms, the school 
appeared well,and there was no reason apparent, why 
they should not have been profitable schools, although 
during the last term the school—small in the beginning— 
had been diminished by one-half the original number. 

No. 5. (Capt. Seta Jounson’s.) Amount of school 
money $76.40. Average amount per scholar $7,69. 

There was but one long term with a vacation of three 
weeks. in this district,—taught by Miss Mary E. Palmer. 
Her literary qualifications are excellent, and there seemed 
_ to be a good understanding between her and the scholars, 
and at the close of the schools, considerable progress ap- 
peared to have been made. 

No. 6. (‘Fxiarr.”) Amount of school money $261,07. 
Average amount per scholar $7,06. 

The summer and winter terms were under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Marion E. Westgate of Plainfield. She is 
an experienced teacher, and has taught this school sev- 
eral terms before, She had a large school, composed of 
scholars of all ages, and of different degrees of proficiency 
in their studies. She possesees executive ability to a 
large degree, which combined with her good literary 
qualifications, places her in the front ranks among teach- 
ers. There seemed to be a unity of feeling among teach- 
er, scholars and parents, und therefore there existed no 
reason why this should not be a successful school. 

No. 7. (‘‘CenrTer.”) Amount of school money $147,- 
66 - Average amount per scholar 37.88. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Georgianna H. 
Tutherly of Claremont. Although her first attempt at 
teaching,—yet she brought to the work a good amount of 
energy, “tact, and perseverance, and the sehool made good 
- progress under her supervision, 
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The winter term was taught by George L. Deming, a 
resident of the district. Being energetic and lively, 
scemingly imbued with a real love of his vocation, Mr. 
Deming succeeded well, I think with the school, and the 
scholars at the closing examination were criticized rather 
sharply by myself and others, and acquitted themselves 
admirably and showed that they possessed a very good 
understanding of the studies pursued. 

No. 8. (‘Gowarp’s.”) Amount of school money 
$146,40. Average amount per scholar $8,61. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Lettie HE. Hook, 
and the winter term by Mr. Charles D. Nevens, both res- 
idents of the district. This is the third successive year 
that these same teachers have had the charge of this 
school ; afair indication that the people of the district 
are satisfied with their services. 

No. 9. (“Town Hovss.”) Amount of school money 
$102,09. Amount per scholar $7,29. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Ida A. 
Baboitt of Enfield. She possesses, to a large degree the 
necessary qualifications for a good school teacher. Under- 
standing thoroughly the branches she attempts to teach, 
and possessing tact, energy, and perseverance and willing- 
ness to work, the school that obtains her services is for- 
tunate indeed. She secures good order by mild means, 
and without losing the good will of her scholars. It 
would indeed be well for the cause of education, if we had 
enough such teachers to place one at the disposal of each 
district. | 

No. 10. [‘‘EpMINSTER.”] Amount of school money 

118,20. Average amount per scholar $6,57. 

The summer and fall terms were both under the charge 
of Miss Charlotte M. Lewis of Claremont This teacher 
is very thorough in her instruction, and the school during 
the two terms made very good progress. 

No.11. (“(Crry.”’) Amount of school money $115.- 
76. Average amount per scholar $6.81. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Lizzie F. Bridge 
of Windsor, Vt. Miss B. labored hard for the welfare of 
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the school, and considerable progress was apparent at the 
close of the school. A very interesting exercise In gym- 
nastics was given at my visit at the close of the school. 

Miss Tutherly appears again as teacher of the winter 
term. This school is made up largely of small scholars, 
requiring more tact to secure good order than in schools 
of larger scholars. Miss T, is an active and energetic 
teacher, and the school made good progress under her in- 
struction, 

No.12. (“PoppysquasH.”) Both terms were under 
the care of Miss Kate Comings, a new teacher. The 
school is small and composed of small scholars. The ex- 
aminations of both terms were entirely satisfactory. 

No. 13. (‘Norman A. Demina’s.”) Amount of 
school money $93.87. Average amount per scholar $4.69. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Ella HK. Hart. 
This was her first trial at teaching. She exerted herself 
to make her school profitable, with some degree of success. 

The winter term, under the charge of Miss Mary E. 
Laws of Claremont, appeared well at both visits. At the 
closing examination, her scholars were thoroughly tested 
as to their drill in the several studies pursued, especially 
written arithmetic, and they acquitted themselves in a 
manner to confer credit on all concerned. A few of the 
larger scholars left the school before its close, for what 
reason, I was certainly unable to discover. I think the 
scholars made more than an average amount of improve- 
ment. 

No. 14. (“ Hempyarp.”’) No school. 

No. 15. (“Joun M. Roov’s.”) Amount of achool 
money $21,33. Average amount per scholar $2.13. 

But one school was in session during the year, which 
was taught by Miss Edna J. Pope of Claremont. She-has 
taught this school before, and seems to give her patrons 
good satisfaction. 

No. 16. (“TrExas.”) Amount of school money $66.- 

‘20. Average amount per scholar $2.76. 

This school was taught both summer and winter by 

Miss Mary A. Freeman of Plainfield. She has a quiet 
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easy manner in the school room, which combined with an 
affable and pleasant manner of associating with her pupils 
and patrons, and a commendable executive ability, makes 
her a profitable and popular teacher. At my visit at the 
close of the winter school, the scholars were subjected to 
a rigid ‘examination of the various branches pursued, and 
they showed the effect of a thorough course of instruction. 

The foregoing; together with the Roll of Honor and 
Statistical Table, is presented as my report. 

Commending the welfare of our schools to the super- 
vision of my successor and to the wise liberality and watch- 
ful care of the community, the foregoing is submitted 
without further comment.
